750 damages at 9:30, after the jury 
ha ben out since 5:20. 
Attorneys for the defendant com­ 
pany at once filed notice that mo­ 
tion would bo made to have several 
of the answers changed and the vcr 
dict set aside. 
The attorneys for the 
plaintiff also served notice that they 
would move for a judgment on the 
verdict. 
The defendant company is 
liable for all over $5,000 being in- 
aured for that sum with an indemnity 
company. 
Attorneys Morris and Hartwell and 
Frank Winter represented Marquardt 
and the Gas £ Electric company was 
represented by Woodward and Lees 
and McConnell and Schwetzer. 
The Special Verdict 
Following is the special verdict of 
the Jury:

That the new $100,000 promoting 
corporation now being organized by 
the board of trade for the purpose of 
promoting industrial growth in La

when J. S. Medary, after searching in 
the dusty archives in R. Calvert’s of­ 
fice, found the Articles of Incorpora 
tion for the La Crosse Promoting 
Corporation, which in purposes and 
organization is almost identical with 
that now being organized. 
This old organization was incor­ 
porated April 12th, 1893 with capital 
stock of $100,000. the amount now 
being arranged. 
It was immediately 
-falte r At* osage I zillion that the panic 
of 1893 swept down upon the coun­ 
try, with the result that nothing more 
was attempted bv the organizers ow* 
ing to the stringency of the money 
market. 
The old corporation was organized 
by some of the very men who are 
now named in the directorate of the 
new’ corporation. George W. Burton, 
E. E. Bentley and J. M. Holley being 
among them. 
May Gain Pointers 
Mr. Medary placed the old corpora­ 
tion papers in the hands of Secretary 
Utermoehl of the board of trade to­ 
day, and the latter official says it 
is likely the new corporation will he 
able to get some valuable pointers 
on the details of the constitution, 
incorporation, etc. from them. 
The call for the meeting at which 
the old corporation was formed was 
issued and signed by Joseph Bosch- 
ert, R. C. Kuhn, W. W. Withee, W. 
B. Tscharner, J. L. Pettingill, Mills 
Tourtellotte and C. S. Van Auken. 
Its Purpose 
The purposes of the old corpora­ 
tion, its organizers and intentions 
were set forth in the following pre­ 
mise to the articles:

COMPULSORY GYM 
WORK IS DISCUSSED 


Minor Matters Are Also 
Considered by Adjourned 
Meeting of the Board of 
Education Yesterday 


A question of vital 
importance, 
that of introducing compulsory gym­ 
nasium work for the girl students of 
the high school, was discussed by a 
committee representing the Teachers* 
and Parents' association before the 
adjourned meeting of th board of 
education held yesterday afternoon in 
Superintendent Bird’s office. 
Miss Mathew's .a teacher at the 
school was the first speaker, and 
she said that the high school girls 
are at present doing more than they 
are able to do and as a result the 
health of the young ladies is being 
impaired. 
Every day. said Miss Ma­ 
thews girls appear in the class rooms 
utterly unfit to be in school simply 
from over study and lack of suffi­ 
cient recreation. 
The 
plan 
is to 
have each and every girl examined 
by a competent physician before al­ 
lowing them to indulge in the gym­ 
nasium work after which they will he 
compelled to attend gymnasium clas­ 
ses at least twice a week. 
The cost 
of instituting this course would not 
exaeed $1,200 per annum accord­ 
ing to the figures of the Normal 
school director. 
The plea to adopt 
this course of training for the young 
ladies was taken up further by Mrs. 
D. G. Whyte and Mrs. Sam Anderson. 
As the school board bas not ample 
means to add this course to the re­ 
gular work of the high school with­ 
out making a deficit the matter wa* 
left over until the common council 
might be petitioned. 
As this ques­ 
tion interest* every parent who baa 
a daughter attending the high school 
It is likely that the cltisens of La 
Crosse will ald in every way they 
can toward the securing of a course 
which will prove beneficial to their 
daughters. 
The regular routine business of the 
hoard was then taken up. 
The com. 
mittee on grounds and buildings was 
authorized to enter into contracts for 
the insuring of the boilers in the 
public schools. 
Contracts for 103 
cords of wood to he delivered at the 
various buildings will be made in 
the near futnre.
